Fruit-bearing  plants 
run  in  types  such  as  Viburnums,  Chinese 
Crab-Apples,  Dogwoods,  Honeysuckles, 
Cotoneaster,  and  some  attractive  vines,  such 
as  Euonymus,  Bittersweet,  and  Ampelopsis 
heterophylla,  the  Porcelain  Vine.  The  above 
are  only  a  few  of  the  many  varieties  popular 
with  gardeners  as  well  as  their  bird-friends. 

Fall  is  an  excellent  time  to  plant  almost  all 
varieties,  since  this  ensures  their  making  an 
early  start  in  the  spring.
